GHILDERS FATE 
INJURY S HANDS 


Defendant Strenuously Cenied 
Giving Bride Poison, 


Young Husband Declared He 
Loved His Wife Too Much 
to Harm Her—Druggist 
Tells of Selling Strychnine 
to Childers Before Poisoning. 


Leesburg, Ga., November 9.—At 9 
o'clock tonight the jury retireg to de- 
cide the fate of Maud 8S. Childers, 
charged with the murder of his wife 
by strychnine poisoning. 

The prisoner went on the stand to- 
day in his own defense, but his evi- 


dence consisted of little but a denial 
that he knew anything of the manner 
in which the poison had foung its 
way into the dose of medicine that 
his wife took the morning of her 
death. 

He said he loved his wife too much 
to harm her in any way. 

The most damaging evidence of the 
prosecution was that adduced by W. 
A. Rembert, a druggist of Americus, 
who saig that Childers had bought 
strychnine from him a short time be- 
fore the poisoning. 

He saig that such purchases were 
not unusual and that he paid no at- 
tention to it at the time. 

Refused to Touch Wife’s Body.

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COTTON BULLS 
BEING FOUGHT 


Supreme Court Asked to De- 
clare Them Conspirators in 
Restraint of Trade 


MEN WHO “BEAR” COTTON 
ARE NOT BEING MOLESTED 


But Wickersham is Right After 
Hayne, Brown, and Asso- 
ciates Who Worked to Ad- 
vance Price of Staple—Fa- 
mous “‘Corner’”’. Case Argued 
Before U. S. Supreme Court. 


Washington, November 9$.—IFor the 
first time the government today ask- 
ed the supreme court of the United 
States to proclaim as the law of the 
lang that “running a corner” on a 
stock exchange is a violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust act. 

The point came up in the oral] argu- 
ment of Solicitor General Lehmann in 
support of the indictment of James A. 
Patton, Eugene G, Scales, Frank B. 
Hayne ang William P. Brown on 
charges of conspiracy on January li, 
1910, to “run“a corner of cotton” on 
the New York Cotton Exchange. Es- 
sential counts in the indictment had 
been declared erroneous by the United 
States circuit court for southern New 
York and the government was arguing 
for a reversal. 

White Asks About Cotton Bears, 
x-Senator John C. Spooner argued 
for an affirmance. Once or twice in 
the argument Chief > Justice White 
asked if the government considered 
that a combination to force down the 
price of a commodity would be a yio- 
lation of law as well as a combimation 
to put the prices up as chargeg in 
the--present indictment. 


Mr. Lehmann said he was not fa-ras 


milter enough with the market to re- 
ply. The chief justice also failed to 
get a concise answer to his query 
about the legality of planters com- 
bining for higher prices. 

Mr. Lehmann in attacking the hold- 
ing of the circuit court referred to it 
as saying that no restraint on cam- 
petition in interstate commerce was 
charged in the indictment. He urged 
that the Sherman anti-trust law was 
not directed against restraint of com- 
petition, but against restraint of trade. 
He added that even if it had heen 
aimed at restraint of competition that 
the competition caused by an increased 
price of cotton would be temporary 
and abnormal, a thing which the law 
aimed to prevent. 


What the Government Admits. 

The selicitor genera! admitted the 
right ofa man far-sighted enough to 
see that a commodity was likely to 
rise in price to go into the market 
and buy to the extent of his ability. 
In this case, he said, the defendants 
had sought to paise the price arbi- 
trarily by Hnking their purses to- 
gether to buy all the cotton for future 
delivery that would be offered. 

Chief Justice White asked the Bolici- 
tor general if he was not talking about 
“futures” such are popularly regarded 
as unenforcible contracts because no 
delivery was ever intended.

By contracting to 
buy “futures,” he said, the defendants 
might have made it possible for the 
men who did have the cotton to in- 
crease the price, but surely 
the defendants were not to be charged 
with this increase. 


“The defendants,” he argued, “were 
eharged with conspiring to buy cotton 
futures, nothing else. These  pur- 
chases were to compel a demand by 
the sellers of the contracts for cotton 
for future delivery. This demand was 
to cause a rise in prices of cotton on 
the New York Cotton FExchange. That 
rise was to cause a rise ,of price in 
other markets.

“These excessive prices may have 
stopped some traffic in cotton. Some 
of that traffic may have been inter- 
state traffic.

History of the Case. 


The case arose out of the indict- 
ment in New York of Jones & Patton, 
Eugene G. Scales, Frank B. Hayne 
and William F. Brown, on a .charge 
of conspiracy tn violation of the Sher- 
man apti-trust law. Several counts 
of the indictment were held by the 
United States eircuit court for south- 
ern New York to be invalid. The 
government appealed to the supreme 
court from this holding and the tech- 
nical legal questions arising out of 
that appeal were up for argument to- 
dav before the court. 

The indictment charged the defend- 
ants with conspiring to buy enough 
cotton on the New York Cotton Ex- 
change to contro] the price and then 
to sell it at arbitrary prices. The 
defendants were charged with know- 
ing that the natural results of their 
acts would be to obstruct trade in 
cotton and injure -bona fide spinners 
and manufacturers by comipelliing them, 
in buying cotton, tO compete with 
‘short sellers’’ who would be purchas- 
ing under the abnormal conditions 'pro- 
duced by the “corner.’ 

The lewer court held at “running 
a corner’ on the market is not a vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust law. 
This holding was based on the theory 
that the “corner” had no direct effect 
upon interstate commerce.

New Short Line Will Give! 
Coast Line a Direct Route’ 
From Tampa .to the West. 
Shortens Time From Atlanta 
to Tampa. 


Albany, Ga., November 9.—(Special.) 
The construction of the Atlantic Coast 
Line's: short line fr6m Tampa to Al- 
bany seems to be an assured project. 
The surveys have been completed, and 
information from reliable sources is 
to the effect that construction work on, 
the three missing links jin the line will 
begin shortly. Heavier rails will be) 
laid on s®me of the lines already in 
use, but over which the traffic is light, | 

The present shortest distance be- | 
tween Albany and Tampa, via Tifton. 
and Waycross, is 437 miles. This will 
be shortened to 292 miles when the 
new line js linked together, the dif- 
ference being 145 miles. The following 
links will have to be constructed: 

Monticello to Perry, 32 miles; Wilcox 
to Dunellin, 35 miles; Thonotassa‘ to 
Trilby, 25 miles; total, 92 miles. 

Thts will give the Coast Line a direct 
short line from Tampa to the west, con- 
nection being made at Albany with 
both the Central of Georgia and the 
Seaboard. The opening of the Panama 
canal will cause an enormous increase, 


in the traffic moving through this sec-- 
tion of the country, and the Coast 
Line’s shortened mileage from Tampa 
to the West will give it an important 
advantage.

Hodgenville, Ky., November 9.—In a 
drizzling rain 10,000 persons, from all 
sections of the nation today assembled 
at the Lincoln farm, near here, to take 
part in the dedication of the granite 
temple which enshrines the cabin in 
which Abraham Lincoln was born one 
hundred and two years ago. The skies 
cleared, however, shortly before Presi- 
dent Taft was introduced as the prin- 
cipal speaker, 

Special trains from Louisville, New 
York and other cities brought large 
crowds to pay their tribute to the 
memory of the martyred president. 

Former Governor Joseph W. Folk, of 
Missouri, president of the Lincoln Farm 
Association, presided, , introducing 
President Taft, who spoke for the na- 
tion; Governor Augustus Willson, of 
Kentucky, who spoke for Lincoln’s na- 
tive state; General John C. Black, for- 
mer commander-in-chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, who spoke for 
the soldfers of the north, and General 
John B. Castleman, of Kentucky, who 
spoke for the soldiers of the south. 
Senator W. E. Borah, of Idaho, deliv- 
ered an address on “Lincoln, the Man,” 

Gift ef Rich and Poor. 

Clarence J. H. Mackay, treasurer of 
the Lincoln Farm Association, spoke 
of the work which had been accom- 


plished by this organization.

LIGHT ON THE COMMERCIAL HORIZON. 


With the acceptance by the United States circuit court of New 
York of the reorganization plan submitted by the American To- 
bacco Company, there comes the first distinct reassurance to those 


,, business men who had seen in the entire socalled “trust” situation, 


and prosecutions incidental thereto, a definite menace to business 
generally. With minor modifications, the readjustment plan of 
the tobacco company is given legal sanction. 

Dispatches from New York indicate that the effect upon the 
market generally, not confining observations to tobacco securities, 
has beén to allay apprehension, and to kindle the justifiable belief 
that the course of the courts in the first of these great cases to be ad- 
justed may safely be taken as a guidance in those that are to fol- 
low. 

The probability is strong, therefore, that nervousness in gen- 
eral business circles will gradually subside, and that the wheels of 
commerce and industry will soon resume their wonted speed and 
functions. 

Regulation of trusts is imperative to equity and stability in the 
business world. But the gigantic range of operations covered by 
attempts to define and enforce the Sherman law, as well as by 
agitation more demagogic than wise or constructive, created a bus- 
iness status that might easily have become a house of cards. 

The New York circuit court has relieved tension in this quarter 
by stating explicitly that no reorganization plan could approach the 
ideal and by rejecting various suggestions from the department: of 
justice that might have kept the situation on edge for an indefinite 
period of months. It is notable, also, that the court gives the to- 
bacco company credit for full honesty of intention to. comply with 
the dissolution mandate of the United States supreme court. Other 
concerns may well map their course similarly. If there is no eva- 
sion, no attempt to steer around the law as it has been construed, 
the main source of prejudice against the companies under fire will 
disappear and the legitimate purposes of the law itself will be 
amply vindicated. : 

The conclusion of this noted case brings into the limelight 
more ‘prominently than ever the general counsel of the American

Of intensive and extensive culture, of wide knowledge of men 
and affairs, and of subtle personal charm, Balfour has throughout 
his career displayed a singular incapacity for sustained leadership. 
His failing was at no time more accentuated than while tory pre- 
mier. He lacks directness. He lacks courage. He has not the 
sweep and breadth of imagination, and the unswerving tenacity 
that enable a man to shear his way to victory through many suc- 
cessive defeats. Often with victory just within his grasp, or when 
faced by a delicate or stormy crisis, he has exhibited a curious 
shiftiness and indecision that took the heart out of his followers 
and enabled the opposition to deal his organization body blows. 

It is this collection of traits that has led to his final undoing, 
tor he would never have relinquished leadership had he not been 
firmly convinced that he could not control his own party. He was 
no match for the incisiveness and the blunt decision of either 
Asquith or Lloyd-George, and with his organization crumbling be- 
hind him, he would have courted absolute humiliation to continue 
a generalship already hollow and repudiated. |

—Chas. JS. Barrett 


Union City, November 9.—(Special.) 
President Charles S. Barrett, of the 
National Farmers’ Union, in an address 
to union members, today says hold cot- 
ton. He urges farmers:to farm as if 
He says 
at this critical stage in the cotton sit- 
uation, with the Farmers’ Union and 
scores of business leaders and general 
southern factors battling to stem ‘the 
tide of unfair prices, the first duty of 
the farmer is to— 

Hold his cotton. Those who sell at 
present prices are simply giving away 
a margin of several million dollars to 
spinners and speculators. Quotations 
after the first of the year will estab- 
lish the truth of that assertion. The 
most difficult part of the campaign is 
now upon us. To waver is to lose the 
effect of the splendid work already ac- 
complished. 

In South Carolina, under the leader- 
ship of E. J. Watson, president of the 
Southern Cotton Congress, they are in- 
Stituting a system of pledges which 
binds the planter to hold his present 
cotton for 13 cents; and, further, not 
to sow more than 60 per cent of the 
arable acreage in cotton for the com- 
ing season. The plan is an excellent 
one. Statistics and our own tommon 
sense tell us that the crop now in hand 
is worth much more than is being of- 
fered for it. But if civilization needs 
the sharp lessons of a short crop to 


emphasize the wisdom of fair dealing | 
with the farmer—then so be it! 


Te south is in better position to be 
absolutely independent than any oth>r 
section of the country. Just assume. 
for the sake of illustration, that soil 
conditions were such that we.could 
not produce cotton.

BLUUD MT BLOOD 
DECLARES ITALY 


In Justitying the Horrors That 
Have Occurred at Tripoli 


Minister of War Asserts That 
Italian Soldiers Only Acted 
in Self-Defense’ in Slaugh- 
tering Arabs—Unspeakable 
Cruelty Charged to Arabs. 


Washington, November 9.—‘That the 
punishment (fitted the crime” and 
“blood met blood” on Tripolitan bat- 
tlefields was declared in a cablegram 
to’ the Italian embassy today by San 
Giuliano, Italian’ minister of war, re- 
ferring to the reported atrocities 
against the Turks and Arabs. 

The cablegram from San Giuliano 
was In the form of an official state; 
ment under the caption: 

“Italian heart; Arabian cruelty.” 

At the outset he recognized the fact 
that people abroad might regard the 
reported acts of the soldiers as ex- 
cessive cruelty, and declared that to 
be understood thoroughly, talks were 
necessary with officers and soldiers, 
particularly those of the Eleventh 
Beraglieri—‘those who suffered the 
worst in the battle of October 23.” 

Treason Charged to Arabs. 

“Our soldiers occupied the entrench- 
ments at Sidi Mesri,’” the minister of 
war’s cablegram continued, “and be- 
tween them and the Arabs situated 
back of the village there had been es- 
tablished friendly relations, The Ital- 
ian soldiers used to give part of their 
rations to the Arabs, and they mude 
presents to the poor families of the 
Arabians, presents welcomed because 
of their poverty. The soldiers paid 
without any dispute for everything 
they purchased from the Arabs. Some 
officers even bought clothing for the 
sake of the children. ~ 

“But suddenly in the midst of the 
hard fighting, from the small white 
Arab houses back of our soldiers there 
rushed out infuriated men. Inhuman 
and horrible things happened. An Ital- 
ian surgeon was Killed hy the 
father of a girl whom he had cured 
and saved. A wounded soldier wh» 
had been left alone for a time by his 
comrades had his throat cut by a wom- 
an, who crept. stéealthily on him 
through the dead and wounded. 

Cruelties Unspeakable. 

“There were cruelties unspeakable. 
Red Cross attendants carrying stretch- 
ers to aid the wounded Turks were 
treacherously slain by these wounded 
men. Isolated soldiers, surprised in 
the interior, were disemboweled. 

“Strange incidents of horror therc 
were. An Arab wWas seen fleeing with 
bits of human flesh stuffed into an 
Italian soldier’s knapsack. The sol 
dier was later found crucified in a na- 
tive hut. It was dreadful to be ob- 
liged to fight in a network of narrow 
paths, flanked by high wall of land, 
having certainty that before, behind 
and surrounding there could be hidden 
a terrible enemy, men who fought 
without regard to the regulations of 
war. 

“The punishment was proportionate 
to the crime. Tooth by tooth, our sol- 
dGiers fought. Blood met blood.” 

Thé Turkish ambassador, Yousseuf 
Ziha Pasahe, left Washington today 
for New York. At the ambassy it was 
stated th°t the purpose of his visit 
was unknown. ‘ 

Caneva Thanks American Consul. 

Tripoli, November 9.—General Ca- 
neva, commanding the Italian forces, 
today issued an official note in which 
he thanked the American consul, Mr. 
Wood, for his “loyal conduct”’+toward 
Italy in deciding not to leave Tripoli 
aboard the American cruiser Chester 
and for having cabled to Washington 
all was quiet at Tripoli and the foreign 
colonies in no danger. 

The Italians understand that the 
Chester was ordered here in conse- 
quence of false reports eminating from 
Constantinople that Tripoli was about 
to be retaken by the Turks.

With Any Nation. 


London, November 9.—A new lord 
mayor of London, Sir Thomas Boor 
Crosby, M. D., was inducted into office 
today, and at the lord mayor's ban- 
quet tonight Premier Asquith made his 
fourth successive speech in honor of 
such oceasion. *The prime minister 
gave a clear exposition of Great 
Britain's foreign policy. The Moroccan 
agreement was the topic, and it fur- 
nished a special opportunity, the pre- 
mier’s remarks coming opportunely as 
a reply to the speech of the imperial 


German chancellor in the reichstag to- | 


day. 

“The settlement of the questions in- 
volved,” said the prime minister, “‘is 
a relief to Europe, for it removes per- 
haps the greatest obstacle to the 
smooth working 
macy. Our own gratification at the re- 
Sults is none the less profound and 
Sincere because we have been suspect- 
ed in irresponsible quarters of looking 
coldly upon the negotiations and even 
of a disposition to hamper their’ suc- 
cess. Nothing can be further from the 


- truth. 


No Secret About British Policy.

He emphasizé4d Great Britain’s neu- 
trality in the Turoco-Italian war, add- 
ing that the government desired to co- 
operate with the other powers on the 
question of mediation which was very 
different from intervention, but it was 
useless to make proposals which were 
known to’ be unacceptable to either 
belligerent power. 

To Reduce Naval Expenditures. 

Winston Spencer Churchill in- his 
first speech for the navy as first lord 
of the admiralty promised a reduction 
expenditure 
without compromising national securi- 
ty. It would be affectation, he said, 
to pretend that the sudden and rapid 
growth of the German navy was not 
the main factor in Great Britain’s vast 
expenditure.

Fireman’s Account of Wreck. 

His account of the wreck was ex- 
tremely graphic. 

“After jumping and making an at- 
tempt to run, I fell and the cars fell 
over me,” he said. 

“At the time I thought I was 
Pinned down and called for help, re- 
ceiving no response, I found that I 
was free beneath the wreckage. A 
heavy beam was the only thing be- 
tween me and freedom, but I hesitated 
to move it, fearing that it would let 
the car down on me. Finally summon- 
ing courage, I pushed the beam away 
and crawled out.” . 

Mr. Ward showed the great mental 
strain to which he was put, for he 
made the remarks brokeniv and with 
an effort. The only injuries he re- 
ceived were scratches about the face 
and head. 

The engineer on the southbound train 
re-read his orders just before the crash 
came which caused his death He 
would 
make sure of his orders,and had just 
finished reading them and had put 
them up as he rounded the curve 
which brought the approaching en- 
gine into view. 

Engineer T, L, Hamby, of Smyrna, 
the engineer on the extra train, retains 
only a confused idea of the catastro- 
phe. After doing all he could to stop 
his train, he jumped, his back being in- 
jured in the fall. He was uncertain as 
to how he reached his feet after fall- 
ing and escaping the piling cars.

LABOR FEDERATION WILL ACT 


ON MANY IMPORTANT MATTERS 


Many matters of general interest and 
national import will Le brought up for 
consideration and action by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor during its 


made yesterday by James O’Connell, 
member of the executive council of the 
Federation and vice president of the 
Metal Trades department. Questions 
which will be brought before the body 
for deliberation include the famous 
Gompers-Mitchell contempt case, the 
McNamara trial, amending the Sherman 
anti-trust law. the employers’ liability 
act, prison labor competition and the 
extension of the eight-hour “law in 
government work. 

That the federation will officially 
adopt means whereby funds will be 
raised for the defense of the McNama- 
ras, now on trial charged with be- 
ing implicated in the dynamiting of the 
Los Angeles Times building, seemed 
likely to Mr. O’Connell. 

Along Sympathetic Lines. 

“Of course I can’t tell what steps 
may be taken,” saig he, “but whatever 
is done will be along sympathetic lines. 
Various organizations in the federation 
have already contributed large sums 
toward this cause but the -federation 
has not yet taken any official action. 
So far aLout $150,000 has been collected, 
ami I myself, have been interested in 
this work. On account of the long dis- 
tances over which the witnesses have 
to ve transported, and various other 
features, the trial is proving a very ex- 
pensive one.” 

Just what steps could be taken in 
the Guinpers trial case were not men- 
tioned ty Mg. O'Connell. He explained, 
however, that the case rests at present 
in the hands of the judge, who is con- 
sidering two of its phases; whether the 
case has not outlawed itself and wheth- 
¢r it is not by nature a criminal case 
and as such, one that should be heard 
before a jury. 

“Resolutions will probably be pass- 
ed,’ said Mr. O’Connell, “requesting 
the legislative committee to bend their. 
efforts towards securing an amendment 
to the Sherman anti-trust law in so far 
as it affects organized labor. The ob- 
ject of ‘the proposed amendments will 
be to limit the court’s power of issuing 
injunctions.” 

[t will be remembered that in the 
Buck range case injunctions were is- 
sued against the federation. It was 
the alleged failure of officers of the 
federaticn to abide by these injunctions 
which caused them to be arrested for 
conte:npt. It is supposed -+that the 
amendments mentioned by Mr. O’Con- 
rell are for the purpose of abviating 
any similar difficulty in the future. 

Another matter which will probably 
be brought to the attention of the leg- 
islative committee will be the advisa- 
bility of securing national legislation 
cxtending the present eight-hour law 
on government work. According to the 
present ruling all work on government 
ground must be done under the eight- 
hour rule.

FROM OSAGE ORANGES 


So Say Two Prefeavere of the 
University of 
Kansas. 


Lawrence, Kansas, November %.— 
heretofore worthless osage orange, the 
hard green fruit of the common road- 
side hedge, may be used to replenish 
the world’s rubber stock according 
to announcement made today by Pro- 
fessor H. W. Emerson and C. L. Reese, 
a fellow in chemistry at the University 
of Kansas. 

“Our experiments have not gone so 
far as to show that osage oranges wilil 
take the place of rubber,’ Professor 
Emerson said. “There is no doubt 
however, that the elements of rubber 
are present and the material we are 
experimenting with may displace rub- 
ber or it may be mixed with rubber to 
improve its quality.” .

While the American Tobacco 
stocks and bonds were strong, their 
movements were not so pronounced as 
those of more active issues. United 
States Seel was the conspicuous fea- 
ture, rising more than 5 points to 63%. 
Transactions in this stock were on an 
enormous scale with a total for the 
day of 421,000 shares. The stock was 
particularly sensitve to the tobacco 
decision on account of the dissolution 
suit instituted against ‘the United 
States Steel Corporation and the de- 
mand for these shares seemed to be 
almost limitisss. 

Gains were general csasvuxshout the 
list. Union. Pacific rose to 173%, a 
gain of nearly 5 points. Lehigh Val- 
ley, American Smelting and _ Inter- 
national Harvester rose 4 points or 
more, Reading and Amalgamated Cop- 
per more than and other active 
shares from 2 to 3 points. Trading 
was on a much larger scale with a 
total for the day of well above a 
million shares. 

Although the movements of stocks 
demonstrated that the court’s decision 
had not been discounted entirely in the 
recent advance in stocks, trading in 
American Tobacco issues was lighter 
and fluctuationse were smaller than on 
severdl other days since the supreme 
court decision was announced. ‘I'he 
common stock rose 6 points, the pre- 
ferred 1%, the 6 per cent bonds 2% 
and the 48 a point. 

An important factor in-the day’s 
trading was short covering. The sud- 
den rush upward of prices resulted in 
the complete rout of the bears. As 
stocks were carried steadily forwa.d, 
without a reaction of consequence 
during the day, the short interest be- 
came alarmed and towarg the close 
there was a stampede to cover, which 
sent up the market with renewed 
vigor. Some increase in outside busi- 
ness also was reported. 

The adoption of the tobacco reor- 
ganization plan was styled in the 
street as of great importance, as view- 
ed in its broader aspects. The pos- 
sibility of a decree of dissolution 
against the Uniteq States Steel Cor- 
poration was less disconcerting to 
holders of steel stocks and bonds. 
This influence extended to other cor- 
porations, which it has been thought 
might be made defendants in anti- 
trust suits. It was felt that settle- 
ment of the case might point the way 
toward an end of the uncertainty con- 
cerning the conduct of corporatons. 

Reports of much greater activity in 
the steel trade continued to come in. 
A number of contracts for steel rails 
are under negotiations, it was said. 
Declaration of an extra dividend on 
National Biscuit was follewed by the 
rise of the stock to a new high rec- 
ord. Passing of the dividend on 
American Cotton Oil has been predict- 
ed for some time and the stock which 
rose 2 points early in the day, did not 
fall below yesterday’s close. 

London trading was estimated at 
about 35,000 shares, chiefly buying. 
Uniteg States Steel, Reading, Union 
Pacific and Rock Island were traded 
in most heavily for foreign account. 
In the London market the rise on the 
New York exchange was anticipated 
before the opening here, although 
gains were comparatively small. 

Trading in the bond market was on 
a much larger scale. Bonds genera!ly 
showed pronounced strength with sub- 
stantial] gains in some of the higher- 
priced issues. Total sales, par value,

Washingtons Novembeh 9.—-The de- 
crease in the production in crops this 


year, as tet Sr with last year, is 
being compensated 


to the farmers of 
the country by the larger prices they 
are recejving, as shown by figures giv- 
en out today by the department of ag- 
riculture. The aggregate production of 
crops in 1911, it is estimated, igs approx- 
imately 7.9 per cent less than the 
crops of 1910 and about 4-10 of one per 
cent less than the average production 
the preceding five years. 

Corn was worth 12.1 cents more per 
tushel on November 1 than on the 
fame date last year; wheat, 1 cent; oats

cents; buckwheat, 7.1 cents, and pota- 
toes, 20.6 cents, while the value of hay 
was $2.66 a ton greater. Flaxseed, the 
only grain in which an increasé was 
reported this vears ijn 19 cents cheaper 
this yea: than last.

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NEW INSTITUTIONS 
TO AID PRINTERS 


George Berry, of International 
Printing Pressmen, 


Talks. 


George L Berry, president of the 
International Printing Pressmen and 
Assistants’ Union, and a delegate to 
the convention of the A. F. of L., ar- 
rived in Atlanta yesterday brimming 
over with news about three institu- 
tions for the betterment of the print- 
ing trade which have been fostered 
by his administration. 

These institutions, comprising an 
cperating sanitarium for tuberculosis, 
a superanuated home ain a technical 
trade school, are now ncaring comple- 
tion at Rogersville, Tenn., and Mr. 
Berry is more than proud of them in- 
asmuch as he considers that they con- 
stitute a fine example of what organ- 
ized labor is trying to do to improve 
conditions for the laborer and at the 
same time improve the quality of the 
work, 

“The purpcse of the trade school,” 
said he, “is to teach young men the 
Printing trade in a comparatively 
short tine and thus do away with the 
present system whereby the employer 
is forced to put up with much incom- 
petent work while the apprentice is 
learning his job in the shops. Its 
benefits to the empluyee are no less 
fcr he becomes a‘ skilled workman 
socner and is not forced to work many 
years for small wages while learning 
his job. 

“We shall also run a correspondence 
school which will keep all its mem- 
ters instructed in the latest improve- 
ments and methods jin the printing 
trade, <A life membership, costing on- 
ly $25, will keep all correspondents so 
informed about the latest printing 
machinery that they would pe able to 
run it at short notice should the em- 
ployer decide to install the most mod- 
ern equipment in his plant.” 

The plant at Rogersville, including 
$70,000 worth of printing machinery, 
was purchased with funds provided 
for by a single day’s wages contribut- 
ed by every member of the Printing 
Pressmen’s Union. It is thought that 
the institution, including the hospi- 
tal and the home, will be largely self.
